There is an erroneous idea gener­ 
ally prevalent th a t sugar beets grow 
successfully only 
In a 
few m id­ 
western regions and that Sugar pro­ 
duction from beets is geographically 
and climatically im practical and im­ 
possible in this and other eastern 
states 
Too. it 
is widely believed 
that sugar is the only product derive 
th a t sugar is the only product de­ 
rived from sugar beets and th a t the 
crop is grown for no other purposes 
Perhaps a few facts to the contrary 
may induce eastern farm ers to add 
this crop to future farm ing plan*. 
Sugar b*‘ets thrive in any well 
drained, hum us-supplied 
loam 
in 
this latitude. In fact, they are sim i­ 
lar in growing habits and require­ 
m ents to ordinary garden or table 
beets and w ill stow wherever it is 
possible to raise the table variety. 
And likewise, gardeners who know 
soil and 
fertility requirem ents of 
table beets will understand the cul­ 
tural demand!! of the sugar variety. 
Perhaps first em phasis must always 
be placed op having tile w ater level 
low in the soil by good drainage 
There are at lease five im portant 
products and by-products obtained 
from sugar beetsy sugar, beet tops 
for silage, beet pulp after the juice 
is extracted, mola ses from the u n ­ 
recoverable sugar left in the juice 
residue, and table sirup made di­ 
rectly from the roots Then too. not 
m any persons are aware th a t sugar 
beets may be grown and utilized in 
the sam e m anner as table beets 
cooked nnd pickled for im m ediate 
consumption or canning 
Few other 
dom esticated 
plants 
are aa ricli in sugar as a property 
grown variety of beet. A few rows 
in the vegetable garden will pro­ 
duce enough 
sirup 
of 
excellent 
flavor to supply table requirem ents 
of an average family for a year. The 
sirup is easily m anufactured, even 
at home, by a patented process now 
made available for public em ploy­ 
ment One hundred pounds of roots 
will produce from 5 to 8 pints of 
sirup. And of course, if surplus beets 
remain after -sirup m aking is com ­ 
pleted. they may be consumed, as 
mentioned above, in the sam e m an­ 
ner as ism ien varieties.
